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THE CHURCH IN EUROPE AT THE TIME OF 
BISHOP DWENGER’S APPOINTMENT. 


At the time of the appointment of Bishop Dwenger 
to the See of Fort Wayne, the Church was being bitterly 
‘persecuted in many parts of Europe. In an Allocution 
to the Cardinals on December 23d, 1872, Pope Pius IX 
referred to the trying times during which the Church 
Was then living. The words of the Holy Father are 
worthy of perpetuation, and we are, therefore, publishing 
them herewith: 

God, just and merciful, Whose judgments are hidden, and His 
past finding out, suffera, still, this Holy Apostolic See and 

with it Fas whole Church, to groan, being burthened by a lengthen- 
‘ed and cruel persecution, Our condition, and yours, Venerable 
Brethren, is not lightened, but day by day made heavier to bear, 
on account of the occupation of our Provinces, and most especially 
since, now for more than two years, this our own fair City has 
been snatched from our paternal rule. But a constant experience 
has taught how correctly, from the very beginnings of this perse- 
eution, set on foot by the devisings of impious sects, and developed, 


“gnd carried forward, by their pupils who have attained to uncon- 


trolled power, we have, often, in our Allocutions, and Letters Apos- 
tolical, declared, openly, that the sole cause for so fiercely assailing 


“the sovereign rights of our Civil domain, was nothing other than 


that, thus, the way might be made easier to doing away, were that 


possible, with that Spiritual Principality with which the Successors 


of Peter are set to shine; and, thus, to destroy the Catholic Church, 
and the very name of Christ living and reigning in her. 

Most clearly has this been shown by the wrong-doings of the 
Subalpine Domination. (Victor Emmanuel, and his Piedmontese.) 
It is shown in those wicked laws tnat have torn youth devoted to 
the Ecclesiastical state from the altars, and from the immunity 
of their calling, to serve in their armies. It has been shown in 
robbing Bishops of their right of educating youth; and, sometimes, 
of the very Seminaries instituted for this purpose. And a clearer 
proof of the same plot is before us. 

For, in this our very City, and under our own eyes, Religious 
Congregations, in large number, have been expelled by violence 
from their own houses, Church property has been subjected to most 
onerous tribute, and made the plaything of the civil power. And, 
now, in what they call their Legislative Assembly, a law has been 
proposed not unlike that applied in other parts of Italy, against 
our denunciations and most grave condemnations; so that, even in 
this Centre of the Catholic Faith, these Religious Congregations 
would be wiped out, and their property be taken for the public 
treasury. 

But this law, if the name of law can be given to a decree so 
ropugnant to natural, to divine, and to social right, is especially 
wicked and damaging, applied to Rome and the adjoining Provinces, 
For it wounds, more deeply, and sharper, the rights and possessions 
of the Church Universal; it breaks the very fountain of true social 
civilization, which these Religious Congregations, with great labor, 
ani with sustained perseverance and greatness of soul have set 
wn foot and established not only for the countries around us, but 
gieo for distant, and even for savage nations, to whom, with dif- 
ficulties, with pains, with loss of everything even to life itself, 
they have carried their mission, and are still carrying it. And, 
finally, it is a direct attack on our duty and on our right. 

For, if these Religious Congregations are destroyed, or reduced 
do extremities; and the secular clergy brought to want, and thinned 
by reason of a military conscription, here, and elsewhere, there will 


be wanting those who break to the people the Bread of Life, who 


administer the sacraments, who teach and fortify the youth against 
the untold snares laid daily for their feet. And, still farther, those 
aids will be withdrawn from the Roman Pontiff, which he needs so 
much for governing the whole Church as its Universal Master and 
Shepherd. And this despoiling of the Roman Church will appro- 
priate properties that are of the gift of our own people, and also 
gathered from all countries hither, by the generosity of Catholics, 
everywhere, and established here, as in the Centre of Unity; and 
thus what have been dedicated to the use and profit of the whole 
Church, will be impiously alienated to the gain of others. 

So soon, therefore, as we learned that the Subalpine Power, 
by its ministers, had proposed to their Legislative Assembly an- 
other proposition of a law of this sort, we made known its mon- 
strous bearing, forthwith, by a Letter, on the 16th of June of this 
year (1872) addressed to our Cardinal of Public Affairs; and we 
gave it in charge to him that he should declare to the Legates of 
Foreign Powers near the Holy See, this new danger, as well as the 
other evile that we suffer. But, now that the proposition is in- 
stantly threatened to be enacted, our Apostolic office demands 
urgently that we repeat, most distinetly, to you, Venerable Breth- 
ren, and to all the Church, our already uttered protests; and this 
we now do. And, therefore, in the Name of Jesus Christ, whose 
Vicegerent we are on earth, and by the authority of the Holy 
Apostles Peter and Paul, and by our own, we condemn this wicked 
crime. And, with it, we condemn whatever scheme of law may 
usurp the power of distressing, vexing, belitting, or suppressing 
the Religious Congregations in Rome, and in its circumjacent Pro- 
vinces; or of depriving, in these parts, the Church of her property, 
whether by absorbing these into their treasury, or diverting them 
to any other use. 

We, therefore, now pronounce as of no value, whatsoever is 
done against the rights and patrimony of the Church. And we 
declare null and void every acquisition, whatsoever, and framed 
under whatever title of these stolen properties, against the aliena- 
tion of which this Holy See will never cease to protest, And let 
the authors, and approvers of this law remember the censures, and 
spiritual penalties, which the Apostolic Constitutions: inflict, ipso 
facto, on those who have violated them, Let-them take pity on 
their souls, chained by these spiritual bans, and éease to treasure 
up for themselves wrath, against the day of wrath, and of ‘the 
revelation of the just judgment of God. 

But the very bitter grief that weighs on us on aceount of these 
and so many other wrongs to the Church in Italy are not à little 
increased by the cruel persecutions to which she is exposed -else- 
where, Principally in that new German Empire, where, not only 
by secret contrivings, but by open violence it is sought to destroy 
her even to the foundations. Men are found, there, not only not 
professing our most holy religion, but who de not know it, and. yet 
claim for themselves the power of defining the dogmas and rights 
of the Catholie Church. And while they vex her exteedingly, they 
do not scruple to say that they are doing her no wrong. Nay, add- 
ing calumny and insult to their wrong, they are not ashamed to 
charge their raging persecution as the fault of Catholics; because 

the Prelates and Clergy, together with the faithful, refuse to pre- 
fer the laws and orders of the civil Empire to the most holy 
laws of their God, and of the Church; and, 80 will not leave off 
their religious duty. Oh that the rulers of commonwealths could 
persuade themselves to learn, from so long an experience, that 
there are none of their subjects who, more scrupulously than Cath-

Many beautiful customs observed by 
the Mexicans and Spanish Americans 
during Holy Week are related by the 
Missionary Catechists working among 
them. One of these is the exchange 
made by the Spanish Americans of 
carefully prepared foods with their 
neighbors on Holy Thursday. The 
Mexicans, however, bring brea to the 
church to be blessed on that day and 
it is then taken home and eaten by 
the family and friends in the evening. 
The symbolism of these customs is 
readily seen. 


On Good Friday, in addition to the 
usual, ceremonies for that day, a spe- 
cial service is held called Pesame, or 
consolation of Our Lady of Sorrows. 
At the close of the Tre Ore two men 
respectfully detach the Corpus from 
the Crucifix and place it in a tomb 
prepared for it near the side altar, A 
picture of Our Mother of Sorrows is 
then placed on the altar and the peo- 
ple, most of whom have spent the pre- 
ceding night in adoration before the 
Blessed Sacrament, commemorate by 
fitting prayers and hymns the bitter 
anguish of Our Sorrowful Mother's 
Heart during the } hours that 
Jesus lay in the tomb. is loneliness 
of Mary is also honored by the name 
Soledad (solitude) whith is often 
given to girls born during Passiontide. 
In places where there are no churches 
the Pesame is observed in homes. The

The Church suffers, in Spain, algo, not a littl, from the civil 
power. We have learned, in fact, that a propositign of law has been 
made, and that it has been ratified by the Legislature, in regard 
to the endowment of the Clergy, that net only violates settled com- 
pacts, but tramples on all principles of right. This law, devised 
for increasing the needs of the Clergy, and their dependence, and 
for making harder the evils that have fallen, in late years, on that 
noble people, te the hurt of faith and ecclesiastical discipline, by a 
deplorable series of acts of the government, as these have been the 
occasion of most just complaints, and worthy of their dignity, on 
the part of our venerable brethren, the Bishops. of Spain, so, now, 
they demand our solemn expostulations. 

Even sadder things are to be mentioned in regard to that petty 
but impudent handful of Armenian Schismatics, who, especially at 
Constantinople, have tried, by the bragzenness of their fraud and 
violence, to overpower the far greater number of them who have 
continued firm to duty and to the faith. The schismatics, falsifying 
the name of Catholics, persevere in their rebellion against Our 
Supreme Authority, and against their rightful Patriarch, who, 
exiled by their intrigues, has sought refuge with us.
